If the triumvirate. of free silver 
leaders, consisting of Bryan, Altgeld 
and Tillman, have demonstrated any- 
thing during the campaign, it is that 
they are utterly unfit and incompetent 
to be entrusted with the affairs of state.

Contract awarded and Work has be 


The continuation of the piece of high. 
way from the Lawrence line th 
Andover has been begun and should the 
weather prove good, Andover will ‘have 
nearly a mile and a half of splendid 
macadamized road before 5 of the 
year.

JUDGE CRISP DEAD. 


Ex-Speaker Passes Awny at a Sanitari 
In Georgina ‘ 
Atlanta, Oct. 24.—Ex-Speaker Charles 
F. Crisp died here yesterday afternoon, 
of heart disease. He had been at a pri- 
vate sanitarium here for 60 days. A 
paroxysm of pain in the heart preceded 
death, the paroxysm probably resulting 
from a rupture of the heart, as the re- 
mult of fatty degeneration. 


EX-SPEAKER CrIsP. 

Charles F. Crisp was born in England 
In 1845, and came to this country when 
a child. His parents were actors, and so 
was young Crisp fora while He served 
in the Confederate army, and afterward 
studied law and practiced for six years. 
He was made solicitor general, and afte: - 
ward a judge of the supreme court, but 
gave up his judicial office to accept-an 
election in the Georgia legislature. In 
1883 he was elected to congress, and was 
a hard working member of that body for 
several years. While speaker of the 
house he declined the appointment as 
senator, to succeed Colquitt, because he 
thought he could be more use to his party 
where he was. He married Clara Bell 
Furton. Mr. and Mrs. Crisp had seven 
children, of whom four are living. 


J nkins Disbarred. 

Boston, Oct. 29.—Edward J. Jenkins 
was, in the tuperior court yesterday, by 
Judge Gaskill, removed from the office 
of attorney-at-law for the courts of this 
commonweulth. The order to disbar was 
made on the petition of the Bar associa- 
tion of the city of Boston praying for 
tae removal of the respondent upon the 
ground of his not being of good moral 
character; his being guilty of deceit, 
malpractice and other gross conduct. 
Judge Gaskill found that nine of the 
charges which the Bar association set 
forth against the respondent had been 
sustained by the evidence which it gave 
at the hearing. The respondent did not 
miake and defense, and, in fact, did not 
appear at the hearing, his counsel claim- 
ing that he was too sick to be present. 
That there were slight grounds for this 
excuse was shown by Dr. Durgin, who, 
at the request of the court, made an 
investigation and reported that Jenkins 
was able to appear. 


Double Tragedy In Connecticut. 

Willimantic, Conn., Oct. 29.—Maurice 
Valenski, a Russian Jew, aged 35 years, 
is dying at the Norwich hospital, from 
an attempt at murder by Louis Kemp- 
ner, aged 20, and the latter, fearing dis- 
covery, afterward committed suicidé, by 
shooting himself with the same revolver 
he used on Valenski. The affair took 
place at Essex, and was the outcome of 
u quarrel between the men on account 
of attentions Kempner had been paying 
to Valenski’s wife. Kempner had been 
boarding at Valenski's house. Wednes- 
day night he laid in wait for his intended 
victim, and as he was coming from the 
barn, shot him. A posse of citizens start- 
ed in pursuit when the affair became 
known, and yesterday Kempner’s body 
was discovered back of Valenski's barn. 


Removed From Office 

Boston, Oct. 28.—Dr. Alfred B. Heath, 
commissioner of public institutions, was 
yesterday removed from office by Mayor 
Quincy. The mayor also named Ernest 
C. Marshall as Dr. Heath’s successor. 
It appears that Dr. Heath was asked to 
resign Tuesday, and declined to accede 
to the mayor’s request. The reason as- 
signed for the removal is the indication 
of a deficit of $75,000 or more at the 
close of the current financial year. Dr. 
Heath was appointed to office by Mayor 
Curtis, and his term began on May 1, 
1895. It would have ended in 1898. The 
salary is $5000 a year. By a recent act, 
all the public institutions were consol- 
idated, and Dr. Heath was the first 
commissioner. 


Massachusetts Is All Kight. 

Washington, Oct. 27.—The ‘naval in- 
spection board has made its report to 
the navy department on the recent two 
days’ sea trip of the battleship Massa - 
chusetts. The board finds that in hull 
and machinery and all essential parts. 
the ship shows no defects in materiai 
or workmanship. The guns were fired, 
and the structure of the ship showed 
ample strength. In a moderate swell. 
the vessel showed good qualities as a 
sea boat and as a gun platform ·

of $1500 has been offered by the officers 
of the Kittery, Eliot and York Fire In- 
surance companies, for the discovery of 
the person responsible for several in- 
cendiary fires that have taken place 
in that section during the past six 
months. The officials believe in the ex- 
istence of an organized plot to defraud 
the compan...

Providence, Oct. 26.—Alice Sisson, 2 
years old, di J yesterday afternoon as the 
result of burns, received yesterday 
morning wh le she and her 3-year-old 
tister, Hope, were playing with matches.

IN HUB MARKETS. 


Upward Tendency In Butter 
Has Been Checked. 


Cheese Just About Holding Its Own. 
Fresh Eegs In Light Supply—Apples 
Centinue « Drag, 


Hoston, Oct. 28.—There has been u 
slow trade in butter since the middle of 
last week, and receipts yesterday were 
beginning to accumulate. Prices are 
without much change, but, as usual on 
a slow market, the tendency is slightly 
in the buyer’s favor, especially on all 
xrades under strictly fine. At any rate, 
the upward tendency has been effect- 
ually checked. and all the buoyancy ot 
two weeks ago has disappeared. Buy- 
ers of butter, in keeping with those in 
all other lines of business, are holding 
back for further developments, and this 
policy is likely to be continued until 
after the election. 

There may then be another spurt, but 
the general opinion is that prices are 
high enough for a healthy trade, ai-d 
that it would be unwise to do anything 
that would tend to curtail consumption. 
As it is, the dealers have fallen back on 
choice held steck, and they will continue 
to use that if prices are forced much 
above 20 cents. 

Exporters have drawn out, because 
they could not pay the rates asked 
for fresh made or held goods, and un- 
less they get more favorable advices 
from the other side soon, their ship- 
ments will run small. This is a matter 
that shouid be carefully looked into. 
because it will be next to impossible 
for the home trade to use up the surplus 
stock in addition to the regular current 
make during the winter. 

The cheese market has just about held 
its own during the week, with a little 
stronger tendency at the close. Buyers 
were more disposed to pay 10% to 11 
cents for finest September twins, and 
holders were not offering for less. Early 
made lots were cleaning up at 9% to 10% 
cents. There is a confident feeling that 
trade will be better in a week or two. 

The country markets were reported 
stronger, Sales at Utica, N. Y., were 
5700 boxes, at 9% to 10 cents. Ruling 
price for small lots was 9% cents, and 
for large 9% cents. September make 
Closed out. At Little Falls the ruling 
price was 9% cents, and specials at 9% 
cents. 

Strictly fresh eggs were in light sup- 
ply, and best western sold readily at 19 
to 20 cents, with special marks at 21 cen . 
A large portion of the western arriving 
rule at 18 to 18% cents, being more or 
less mixed with held stock, Fresh east- 
ern sold at 20 to 21 cents, and fancy new 
laid at 26 cents. Refrigerator stock, 15 to 
16 cents. The cold storage stock was ro- 
duced 4123 cases last week, and stands t 
45,289 cases, against 52,411 cases same 
time last year. 

Potatoes were not plentiful yesterday, 
and choice Maine hebrons sold at 48 to 
50 cents at the roads. Other kinds, 's 
to 45 cents. It is supposed that with. - 
creased receipts prices will ease ‘off 
again. 

Apples continue to be as much of a 
drug as ever, The very best grades ar 


ties are offered at $1 to $1.25, with co” 
mon at 50 to 75 cents a barrel. The ex- 
ports last week to European ports were 
as follows: From Boston, 48,744 barrels: 
from New York, 16,259 barrels; Montreal, 
80,849 barrels, and from Halifax, 3128 
barrels; total, 148, 980 barrels.

Betsey R. Hobbs was found dead. She 
lived alone, about 1% miles from Bf- 
fingham, N. H, When found, her house 
was burning, and her body was halt 
cremated, It was rst thought that 
death was accidental, but investigation 
showed traces of gunshot wounds. No 
clew was found until Saturday, when 
the mystery was cleared by the confes- 
sion of Charles Savage. He accuses 
Frank J. Palmer of the murder. A coro- 
ner's jury has brought in a verdict 
against Palmer of murder in the first 
degree. Savage was held as a witness, 

Palmer is 16 years old, and is a son of 
Joshua D. Palmer, a farmer at “Middle 
Road” village, in West Parsonfield. 
Savage is 20 years of age. He came here, 
with his parents, eight years ago, from 
Cambridge, Mass. The Savage farm is 
in Effingham, N. H., about 1% miles 
from the ruins of the Betsy Hobbs home- 
stead. After the gunshot wounds were 
discovered on the dead body of Mrs. 
Hobbs, susticion was directed to thera 
two boys, but very little evidence was 
discovered. 89 . 

The inquest, Saturday, was held at 
the farmhouse of John Wentworth, The 
only witnesses examined were the sus- 
pected boys, Palmer's mother and Sa~- 
age’s brother and sister. Charles Sav- 
age retold his story of a week ago, an1 
unflinchingly withstood a half hour's 
cross questioning, but at last the coro- 
ner discerned a suspicion of weakening, 
and pertinent questions were rapidly put 
to the boy, till he nally succumbed and 
related a tale implicating himself and 
Frank Palmer in the murder and at- 
tempted cremation of Mrs. Hobbs. 


PALMER’S TURN. 


Man Who Shot. Betay Hobbs Gives His 
Version of the Affair. 

Sanford, Me., Oct. 27.—Following close 
upon the confession of Charles Savage, 
held as a witness to the murder of Mrs. 
Betsey R. Hobbs, at Parsonfield, on the 
morning of Oct. 5, Frank J. Palmer, 
whom the coroner’s jury found to be a 
murderer; has made a confession, in 
which he admits shooting Mrs. Hobbs.

1 GEORGE CROCKER. 

The history of the case is peculiar. 
Charles Crocker, father of George, 
Charles F, and William H. Crocker, died 
Sept. 22, 1891, and in making his will 
failed to bequeath a portion of his prop- 
erty to his son George, who was given to 
over-indulgence-in intoxicants. Instead,
